WASHINGTON. — The U.S. plans 
to senew ie efforts το a ues 
Canal rim agreement in due 
course and believes there are still 
prospects for “close proximity” 
talks between Israel and Egypt, 
the State Department said yes- 


Commenting on the U.N. General 
Assembly resolution passed Mon- 
day, 79 to 7 with 86 abstentions, 
Mr, Robert McCloskey, the Depart- 
menst’s spokesmen, said there was 
no set seript which the U.S. would 
now follow. But since neither Ia- 
rael nor Egypt bad foreclosed on an 
interim agreement this would still 
be pursued. 

Although the U.S. abstained 
from voting for the resolution this 
was the first time since 1967 that 
It had broken with Israel — which 
opposed the resolution — on a ma- 
jor iesue affecting ἃ Middle Bast 
Peace settiexnent, (See U.N. story 
on page 3.) 

Israel sources see the vote as 8 
partial erosion of American poll- 
tiea] sup for Israel but they 
point out that the General Assembly 
has no legally binding effect on the 
Security Council resolution 242. 
Furthermore, they do not regard the 
U.N, vote aa an 5516 of major sig- 
nificance between Washington and 
Jerusalem. 

Mr. McCloskey said yesterday 
that the U.S. had alwaya been con- 
cerned that a U.N. debate ran the 
riak of altering the fundamentals of 
resolution 242, But the U.S. could 
not prevent other governments from 
undertaking the debate, he said. 

American officiala have made it 
clear that thay would have support- 
ed a less extreme resolution calling 
for a reactivation of the Jarring 
mission if it had not placed the 
onus on Israel to make unacceptable 
concessions. At the same time it 
was decided not to join Israel in 
opposing the resolution because the 
Nixon Administration believes seme 
additional pressure must be applicd 
on Jerusalem. 

Despite the public statements by 
Mr. McCloskey and a similar state- 
ment on Monday by Ambassador 
Christopher Phillips, the U.S. Re- 
presentative at ‘the General Assem- 
bly, the Administration may decide 
to let the interim agreement fade 
away quietly while supporting a re- 
turn to the talks under Dr. Gunnar 
Jarring. 

Some American officlala believe 
that both Egypt and Israel would 
be ready under certain clrcumstan- 
ces to by-pass an interim agree- 
ment and proceed to an overall 
settlement. 

The officials regard the U.N. 
debate as a failure from Caitro's 
point of view because it was over- 
taken by the events in the India- 
Pakistan war. According to ana- 
lysts here, the impact of the debate 
will be rainimal and wfl noi sive 
President Sadat any great pavls- 
factlen.

Nearly 9,000 Indian 
casualties in 10 days 


NEW DELHY — India yesterday 
admitted heavy casualties in the 
first 10 days of the fighting with 
Pakistan as its forces were poised 
for the final bloody battle for the 
East Pakistan capital of Dacca. 

Defence Minister Jagiivan Ram 

told Parliament that India had lost 
8,665 men dead, wounded or missing 
in the fighting up to Monday. Pa- 
kistan! losses, said Mr. Ram, were 
much higher. He did not give any 
estimates, but he did say that over 
4,100 Pakistani regular troops had 
been captured sa well as over 4,000 
irregulars. 
Mr. Ram broke down the Indian 
casualties 859 1,978 dead and 5,025 
wounded. Another 1,662 men were 
missing, among them 191 saflors 
from the frigate Kukri, sunk in the 
Arabian Sea. 

The official casualties indicate 
that India’s losses are running at 
a much higher rate than in the 
1965 war with Pakistan which last- 
ed for more than a month, observ- 
ers said in New Delhi. The Indians 
then admitted losing a total of 
11,248 men. 


Mr. Ram said Pakistan has lost 
175 tanks, including 18 captured in 
running condition, while India has 
lost 61. Ninety-three Pakistani war- 
planes have been destroyed while 
India has lost 51. He said nine in-

dian pilots and three navigators 
were known to have been 

“Part of the Pakistan Navy ‘has 
been destroyed,” Ramsaid. He list- 
ed Pakistani losses as three war- 
ships, two submarines and 16 gun- 
boats. 

The minister said India’s only naval 
setback was the frigate Kukri, lost 
in an operation in the Arabian Sea 
off West Pakistan.

Upsurge of religious violence TWO-IN-GNE GRO

has strong political overtones

iE current wave of religious 
zeatot terrorism, particularly the 

campaign against the pathologists, 
was preceded by years of vio- 
lence on the part of the ultra- 
orthodox in their drive to- establish 
their views and their hold over or- 
ganized religion throughout Israel. 

What has gained publicity of late 
has been the use of physical 
violence to influence political ac- 
tion, A highly-pubdlicized incident 
was the attack on the Presiden of 
the Haifa Rabbinical Court, Rabbi 
Ya'acov Rosenthal, during a wed- 
ding in Buel Brak. Three yeshiva 
students beat up the rabbi and were 
in turn attacked — the wedding ce- 
remony being ruined in the process 
— when the rabbi refused to be 
coerced into signing a petition ‘or- 
ganized by the  ultra-orthodox 
ageinst the volunteer national ser- 
vice scheme for religious girls. 

The most recent instance was 
Monday night's suspected arson at 
the offices of “‘Hatzofe,” the Nation- 
al Religious Party daily, in Tel 
Aviv’s Rehov Hamasger on Monday 
night. 

To judge by informed Orthodox 
sources, this sort of terror has been 
employed in Bnei Brak and other 
religious centres for some time now. 
What must concern the general 
public is the creeping domination 
of what’ may be called Netorei 
Kartism over organized religious 
life in this country. In the past, 
the religious Zionist movement — 
the ‘Mizrahi-Hapoel Hamizrahi — 
stood up to the extremists, who are 
essentially anti-Zionist in ideology. 


Of iate the National ious 
Party has abandoned the field 
to the extremists. This is pri- 


marily due to the vacuum in the 
leadership of the N.R.P. which has 
persisted since the death of Haim 
Moshe ‘Shapiro, 17 months ago. 

It is not only a question of the 
‘lack of political leadership in the 
N.R-P., but that the thugs have 
stepped ἱπία the void created by 
the lack pf real spiritual leadership 
In Israel. 

With one or two outstanding ex- 
ceptions, intellectual mediocrity is 
the rule in the rabbinical establish- 
ment, with nepotism obtatning in 
the appointment of dayanim. It was 
Rabbi, Shlomo Goren who noted 
some years back that the main 
problem with many of the ultra-

Jerusalem viewers of Alfred Jarry’s 
“Ubu Rol” know only too weil. Of 
the two plays, one, “Klizabeth Bam," 
by Kharms, ls probably far more 
Suecegsful as a visual presentation 
than In written form. This Kafka- 
esque play — the heroine is being 
carted off to prison by two surly 
guards for an unknown crime which 
she never committed — disintegrates 
in the middle into a vaudevillesque 
hodge-podge of poems, singing, slap- 
stick, a cacaphony of siren and 
drum, and nonsense syllables, 

On the other hand, the second 
play, by Vvedensky, seems geared 
to the reader, as opposed to the 
viewer. Much of the humour is ta 
be found in stage directions, which 
would, of course, be lost to a visual 
audience — directions such as: 

Nurse: (gloomy as a skunk); 

Sonia Ostrova, 82-year-old giri: 
(Hangs her head Uke a grown-up 
Ukrainian) ; 

Wododcutters: (Each to the extent 
of his ability, shows how much 
what he told them interests him. 
This makes it clear that they are 
unable to talk. The fact that just 
@ minute ago they were singing a 
hymn — that ts simply an acct- 
dent of the kind Hfe is full of). 

It is elgnificant that at a time 
that Soviet Mterature was officlal- 
ly withdrawing into a cocoon of 
didacticism and Socialist Realism, 
there was a living, thriving literary 
Community experimenting with new 
forms and techniques, bravely ig- 
noring the hostile political climate 
which was eventually to destroy 
them. As Russian literature with- 
drew ἱπίο itself, shutting out for- 
eign influences and presumably 
barking back to its own 19th-cen- 
tury heritage, these men actually 
Hved in a world of the Western 
Theatre of the Absurd, of the sur- 
Yealistic and the grotesque, in the 
world of Arthur Adamov, Kafka, 
of the plays we know today — 
those of Beckett and Ionesco, Genet 
and Pinter. And they thus form 2 
part, not of the development of 
Strictly Russian Hterature, but of a 
school which transcends national 
boundaries and which ts still de- 
veloping today.

“W called it the Sharon Hotel 
because we used to plek Sha- 
Ton roses all around ποτα..." 


Mrs. Ida Bf. Silverman, 89, sat 15 
her room at the Sharon Hotel in 
Herzliya reminiscing. Widow of Ar- 
chibald Silverman, a Providence, 
Rhode Island, jewellery manufactur- 
er, she hag visited Israel 21 times 
since 1925. This Ils her last visit; 
this time she intends to stay. 

She first saw Herzliya in 1937, 
at the urging of her close friend, 
the late Moshe de Shalit. In those 
days, Herzliya waz “an American 
colony” in its infancy. There were 
only a few houses, mostly huts. The 
Americans who had bought the land 
had waited sine years for thelr: 
deeds. Mrs. Silverman does sot know 
exactly when the deeds were receiv- 
ed, but she does remember that the 
Arates inzisted that the toe-prints of 
one of their newborn babies appear 
om the deed. “They dipped the 
child’s toe iz ink and placed it on 
the documest...” 

Moshe de Shalit (whose vlder sos, 
Meir, wes until recently Director- 
General of the Ministry of Tour- 
ism) cecided that Herzly2 needed αὶ 
betei and had πὸ difficulty con- 
vincing Mrs. Silverman. 

“In those days, everyone stayed 
tn Tel Aviv or Jerusalem. We 
thought a hotel would bring them 
to Herzliya — and it did... My ἢυ5- 
band hac a lot of money and gave 
me carte blanche to do whatever I 
wanted. Σ laid my money on the table 
ang we found some South African 
Jews to match my investment. That 
is how the Sharon wes built.” 

The Sharon, run by Mr. and Mrs. 
Harry Levy, then had 42 rooms; 
tired xibbutz members, as well as 
tourists, were the first guests. Mrs. 
Silverman, cow confined to ἃ wheel- 
chair, nas net seen the hotel's new 
towers and the other great changes 
"Out I hear it is very beautiful." 

Mrs, Silverman's fondest memory 
is of her first visit to Israel in 
1925, Accompanied by her ten-year- 
od Caughter (her three sons stayed 
at home}, she came to the open- 
ing of the Hebrew University on 
Mt. Scopus.

WASHINGTON (AP). — A team 
of U.S. Government scientists 
reported last week that most 
af the DDT used In the world re- 
mains unaccousted for and that man 
is extremely lucky not to have ab- 
sorbed more than he has. 

Nearly 6.2 billion pounds of the 
pesticide has been manufactured and 
used world-wide since 1942, the re. 
port said, but oaly about 11.9 milion 
pounds can be found in the tissues of 
all humaus, plants, animals, fish and 
birds on the planet. 

“The analysis suggests that mere 
good fortune has protected man and 
the rest of ihe Blota from much 
figher concentrations,” the report 
stared. Biota is a scientific term 
use¢ to describe all Uving plants 
ane acimals. 

The report was prepared by three 
researchers at the Atomic Energy

Haifa grows — 
slowly

HAIFA. — 
paras population grows more 
slowly and is older than the na- 
tlonal average, earns less and builds 
less. But the city is not doing so 
badly in tourism. 

These are some of the facts which 
Professor Rafael Trifon, Dean of the 
Technion’s Management and Indus- 
trial Engineering Faculty, squeezed 
out of official statistics and present- 
ed in an address at the Engineers’ 
Forum here last week. 

Relying on population figures com- 
Pied by the Ministry of the Interior 
and others supplied by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics, he found Haifa 
“less dynamic” than Tel Aviv and 
in several instances lagging behind 
the national average. On the ather 
hand Haifa comes out as a rather 
Productive city in the economic 
sense: its share in the population is 
only 7.2 per cent, but in the gross 
national product 13 per cent, prob- 
ably due to the concentration of in- 
dustry. 


Citing figures for wholesale trade 
establishments, Professor Trifon 
found that they were growing by 
just over five per cent a year during 
the last five years, but that In Tel 
Aviv the growth was four times 
taster, Also, in the number of retail 
stores the expansion rate in Tel 
Aviv was far ahead of Haifa.

— Even estate agents are 
eoncerned at the runaway prices 
for homes and building plots, de- 
spite the corresponding rise of 
their commissions. At the national 
conference of this prosperous 
Rroup at the Dan Carmel yester- 
day, Mr, Baruch Kainer, for 10 
successive years the Realtors As- 
sociation’s chairman, and rank- 
and-file members credited, or 
blamed, foreign buyera for the 
rise of prices, quite dispropor- 
tionate to the far more moderate 
rise in the cost-of-living. 

He thought that the Government's 
Land Authority, which owns most 
of the country’s land. could and 
should regulate the market. In his 
keynote address, the Chairman urged 
his fellow members “to do every- 
thing in their power to restrain 
prices,” But he gave no recipe how 
this could be done, and in the lobby 
sritical members shrugged the idea 
off as unrealistic. 

“For people from abroad with 
means, our real estate prices are not 
excessive.

Deadline to contest 
removal of wood

HAIFA. — Residents have until 
tomorrow to file objections against 
the uprooting of a wooded strip on 
Panorama Road to enable the muni- 
cipality to widen the thoroughfare, 


The strip, about 150 metres long, ΑἹ 


runs from Sha'ar Halvanon Lane, 
is an extension of Gan Rishnim and 
consists of old, tall pine trees with 
thick crowns that have offered wel- 
vome shade in summer, 

The municipality wants to expand 
Panorama Road at that section to 
about three times its present width. 
On the south side it will cut down 
the strip of the park; on the north 
side, ft will expropriate a strip, 
largely undeveloped, for this pur- 
pose. The city hail plan, bearing 
the number HOF/1372A, has been 
submitted to the district town-plan- 
ning authorities, which have posted 
it where euch plans usually escape 
public notice. 

Dr. Emmanuel Sharon, founder of 
an Institute of urbanology here, erl- 
ticized the plan “ag another symp- 
tom of patchwork by the city plan- 
nérs where nothing but an integrat- 
ed, far-sighted development and 
traffic plan. for the whole of the 
city, but certainly for the Central 
Carmel area, will do." The absence 
of ἃ comprehensive city develop- 
Ment plan has also been criticized 
In public hearings held by the dis- 
trict commission, 


Scheme for 1971. Another commit- 
tee would be formed to study the 
whole problem. of youth exchanges: 
the aims of the scheme, countries 
visited, financing and supervision. 
This committee's report, to be com- 
pleted in six months, wouid guide 
future policy. 

Mr, Allon stressed that his Min- 
istry was nor responsible for the 
youth exchanges. But since youth 
and pupils were involved, it was 
compelled to take an interest. Four 
Government departments — includ- 
ing his own — were conzected with 
youth exchanges in an advisory ca- 
pacity, but the responsibility for 
implementation jay with the Local 
Authorities’ Union. 

The policy of his Ministry was 
not to initiate, organize, encourage 
or aid travel by Israel youth to 
Germany as long as there was no 
specific Cabinet decision, he added. 
At the same time the Ministry could 
aot prevent or prohibit local author- 
ities from acting in this sphere. 

He noted that a committee of 
Ministers had in 1962 called for 
Israeis to disseminate information 
about the Jewish people and the 
State of Israel among Germans, 

Rabbi Werdiger had complained 
that “a flood” of young Israelis 
swept over Germany last summer, 
amid rumours of maipractice and 
impropriety in the organization of 
the visits.

Tt ruled that the Minister for 
ligious Affairs and the Israel Chief 
Rabbis were obliged to give due 
attention to the full carrying out 
of the law ‘whereby ἃ dayan may 
only accept another public post 
with the approval of the Minister 
and the Chief Rabbis, Rabbi Zolti 
is a dayan of the Rabbinical Sup- 
reme Court. 

Mayor Teddy Kollek has also de- 
cried Rabbi Zolti’s appointment. 
Speaking to the Trade Union Club 
of the Jerusalem Labour Council, the 
Mayor said that the Municipality did 
not recognize the appointment, and 
he was surprised that rabbis and 
dayanim had supported it. 

The private induction of Rabbi 
Zoltl was seen by N.RP. circles as 
part of the Agudat Yisrael’s drive 
to take over organized religion. 
N.BP. sources dismissed the velidity 
of the “appointment” and noted that 
only Agudat Yisrael and Poalei 
Aguda rabbis and personalities had 
attended the ceremony. 

They thought that the move in- 
dicated an ultra-orthodox intention 
of setting up Rabbi ΖΟΙΉ as Chief 
Rabbi of Israel should Rabbi Unter- 
man decide not to stand again. 


Smuggling bids 
foiled by Haifa 
customs police

HAIFA. — Port customs men yes- 
terday foiled two smuggling at- 
tempts by passengers who arrived 
in the m.s. Nii. Contraband worth 
tens of thousands of pounds waa 
confiscated, 

A customs inspector in the pas- 
senger hall discovered a double bot- 
tom in ἃ travelling bag carried by 
a Belgian tourist. Inside he found 
300 expensive Omega and Tissot 
watches, some of them of gold, and 
@ large quantity of gold jewellery, 
The man was arrested and will be 
brought to trial. 

A customs policeman who examin- 
ed seven suitcases brought in by 
woman immigrant found them to 
contain “a commercial quantity” of 
brand new clothing, including suede 
jackets and sweaters. The customs 
men suspect that the goods were 
given to the woman by a member of 
the ΝῊ crew to get them past 
the customs. The were held 
pending a decision on what legal 
action should be taken. 

Meanwhile, a senior customs of- 
ficer, Avraham Ovadia, pleaded not 
gulity in the Haifa District Court 
yesterday to charges of taking 
‘bribes and aiding in smuggling 
goods worth I1.59,000 through the 
port. He is alleged to have been an 
accomplice in an attempt to smug- 
gle goods brought by a sailor on 
the M.S, Yafo out of the port on 
November 4 last year. 

A Haifa night club owner, Eliahu 
“Tarzaa" Bahmutcky, who was sen- 
tenced to three vears imprisoament 
for his part ic the affair, was the 
firet prosecution wituess. He said 
that the accused had promised to 
help him get the goods out of the 
port without paying the IL100,000 
customs duty and purchese tax ia 
exchange for a IL1,000 bribe. 

A naval officer and two sergeants 
who helped to load the goods onto 
a navy boat and to pass them 
through the gate of the naval base 
were tried by a military court. 
They were discharged from the 
service.

‘Hatzofe’ editor sure 
it was arson, as 
police say ‘no evidence’

TEL AVIV. — Police experts 
have found no signs whatsoever 
that the archives of “Hatzofe,” 
the organ of the National Reli- 
gious Party, were deliberately set 
on fire ‘on Monday night, Rav- 
Pakad Amos Aricha, spokesman 
of the Tel Aviv police, stated yes- 
terday. 


He added that the investigation 
Into the exact cause of the fire 
was continuing. He said that ft 
seemed most unlikely that anyone 
would try to set a building on fire 
when there were 30 persons work- 
ing there, 

Yhe paper's editor, Mr. Shabtai 
Don-Yehiya, told The Jerusalem 
Post that he would “like to accept 
the police version, but finds it hard 
to do so." He admitted that he 
had no proof to the contrary, “only 
surmises.” 

“Ever since we came out for reli- 
Sious giris volunteering for natlonal 
service, a vicious and vigorous cam- 
paign has been launched against 
us. Some weeks ago somebody 
called up and threatened to ‘burn 
us all alive’.” 

Mr. Don-Yehlya added “that any- 
one could walk into this bullding 
without belng noticed. And why 
should a fire break out in a room 
which had not been used ali eve- 
ning?” 

The fire broke out at about 9.15. 
Some minutes later, an aponymous 
caller told Mr. Pinhas Sheinman, 
chairman of the Tel Aviv Religious 
Council, that ‘“Hatzofe’ hag 
been set on afire by Yigal Laviv's 
friends.” 

Mr. Sheinman rushed over to 
“Hatzofe" and found the archives 
on fire. After he returned home 
the phone rang again, and the cal- 
ler (evidently the same person who 
had called earlier) said “Yigal La- 
vivs friends did this.”
